The Last "Refwge of Lies- 

It has boon ftHsci ted by tliia jouhml 
over ftud over again that tho local Gov- 
ornment have had Iilr. JlackeiizieV 
proposal before them for soino iiino. 
It has, with equal iioHitivcnoas niul 
porBifitGiicy, been denied by the paid 
organ of tho local Administration. 
That denial was ropeatcd yoatorday 
with fresh emphasis. This constant 
iteration of assortiou and denial tends 
to littlo prolih, and we can well abide 
tho testimony of events upon the eve 
tit dovolopmout. It may not ho amiss 
to remark, however, that it must bo 
difficult for the public to accept the 
organ's denials in tho face of the infor- 
ipation from Ottawa. Take, for in- 
iBlaucu,tiie following : 

"Ottawa, jNIay 11. — Mr. Mackenzie 
answered : Tliore Imvo heen negotia- 
tions through an agent; but declined 
to state the rosult at present." 

.'Ottjlvu, May 13. — If timo is extend- 
ed, iur. MacKtju/.io oll'eis to local Gov- 
ernment to commence on Island this 
year and spend not less than a million 
and a half in the Province yearly." 

Ottaw.v, May l-i. — I^lr. jMackcnzic 
moved the Railway Resolution on Tues- 
day, in,, ^.longj;hy speech. He de- 
cked that Jtiei<has!n$^^ia.propofial to 
the local 6oTernmen.t to 'grimt an ex- 
tension of time," &o. 

We might add to tho ahovo another 
class of evidence, viz: the admission of 
Ministers themselves that tboy had re- 
ceived and rejected Mi-. Mackenzie's 
propoBal:' and, there"- is still ' anotlier 
kind of ^yidlence Wliiob coiild ha su- 
peradded; but we refrain for the pre- 
sent. "It seeuis not' impossible <that 
the organ, acting, of course, undw' 
instructions, is seeking shellev for its 
masters behind a technical quibble on 
words;' and the point raised as to tho 
credinteals of Mr;- Mackenzie's Agent 
IbJkds force to this view. Tbo organ 
takes the position that Mr. Edgar is 
not the accredited Agent of the Do- 
minion Grovernment; audit is just pos- 
sible that this is tho pretes.t upon 

SMoh ite-denial of anyjproposal from 
^.^dc^nzie having been submitted 
is expected to turn. But here, too, 
information from Ottawa is sadly 
against our contemporary. Over and 
over in the Hoiiso of Commons, and 
also in the Senate, Mr. Edgar has 
been officially admitted to be the duly 
acci'^ditdd Agent of the Dominion Gov- 
ernment, sent here to negotiate with 
the Provincial Government. Add to 
that the laconic dispatch sent on 
Thursday by ■ltteB8ijii\iBiDK^oe and Mac 
donald: ^- ■ 

"Local Government deelinca to ac- 
knowledge Mr. Edgar us Dominion Agetit, 
although he is accredited." 

Surely tho case against thetonjible- 
ness of this last refuge of despairin 
tricksters is prjatty ,-8troflg. But we 
would invite the reader 'to follow us 
back over tho files of the organ in order 
to see the very consistent position it 
occupies with respect to this latest 
subterfuge. On the Gth ult, refer 
ing to a motion in tho City Council, it 
Baid : — 

•'The morcr in that' ill/ Council toolt the 
precaution for this oicti fjuidunce to acser 
tain that Mr. Edjnr is the accredited agent 
of the Dominion Oovernmc/it in this j^ro- 
tince, AN ASSERTION WE HAVE CON- 
STANTLY MADE AND ONE WHICH 
THE INFOBMATION GIVEN MR. 
DEWDNEY BY --MR. MACKENZIE 
CONFIRM." 

T^e have only to say, in conclusion, 
that Ministers have formed a very 
erroneous estimate of tho people of 
this country if tliey expect to OKcipo 
behind such miserablo chafl'-throwii 
as this. They need not expect to <'V!w |o 
tho odium certain to follow the course 
they have adopted in regard to these 
important negotiations upon such 
wretched pretexts. Nor need one look 
far for the motive wliich has induced 
Ministers to play such a dislionest 
part— to tnilo witii tho country's moat 
vital interests, to ignore tho people's 
dTiarest rights.

jiigs and fowls, and sup]dy us with but- 
ter, eggs, potatoes, turnips, and a con- 
Miderablo quantity of oat-i,not to say any- 
thing of tho very e.xcollent beef it Tooils. 
Of the settlers the older ones of couiso 
havo done mo.5t.work, as the Messrs Ho- 
gan, whose dwelling house,, garden, barn 
and buildings are a" model of neatness, 
comfort and good workmanship. They 
are on the borders of a lake which they 
iiavo lowered considerably. Amon,v,'st 
tlio others Mrssrs, IMugiHia, Dinjraaii, 
Gray, Mct^uHy, Chapel and Koinp. much 
good and substantial work has been duuo. 
and the more recent settlers are quicldy 
following suit. The MbsSfs.' Martin, tiie 
last prfi-(ini;)lor.-), are about to begin tho 
(Miltivation of hops, ^diieli Mr. Jonathan 
Martin thoroughly understands. An ef- 
ficient Publio^chool with Mr. Souoker 
as teacher has existed for some time, and 
the main want at present is a regular 
mail service with Nahaimo.-—.Wa>»a/nw 
Free Presn.

While in Victoria last winter it was ru- 
mored that Uapt Mooro was about to ob- 
tain a charter for the construction of a 
trail from Buck's Bar into tho mines; but 
W3 wero subsefiuontly informed lliat the 
Government would not grant it, con- 
sequently we gave ourselves no more un- 
oasincss about it. But to our surprise, 
upon our arrival hero, we were inforineil 
that tho charter Lad really been given to 
Moore; and we, therefore, look upon it as 
a gross and flagrant imposition upon tho 
miners of thi.s eouniry. First wo have no 
confidence in'tho man, oy that he will ac- 
complisii (as per oodtrliot)'' wh'at* he hai 
unilertaken, and next we most decidedly 
object to be again coinpellod to i)ay a se- 
cond time (during our stay in this coun- 
try) tho e.t nbicant tax of two cents per 
l^ound on ail the supplies consumed by 
the minors of this country. IIow it is 
that tho Government was so short-sight- 
ed as to os;pect'iis't6";dd ftp iSffi^re (baa I 
caiL imagine. 

liiist lall, !Mr. Adams, Govorriment 
Agent, was in-^tructed by the Commis- 
sioner of L-.tiids and Works to select o 
town-site at or near what would bo consi- 
ilurod tiio head of steamboat navigation. 
After obtaining all tho information possi- 
ble he did so; and now. instead of the 
trail having for its starting point tho 
town-site, it was commenced nt or near 
tho month of the (Jassiar llivor, a dis- 
tance of twelve miles further up tho Ri- 
ver above what is known as the head of 
navigation for the steamboats intending

Instead of a government surveyor be- 
ing sent uloii;; for the purpose of locating 
the trail, Gqil. Moore is allowed to do as 
ho pleases. 

I hove been informed by old residents 
of this country (men, too, who have 
travoUeil its leng h mid breadth), thai, a 
much shorter and easier route oonld have 
been selected, and traversing a section 
of country where feed would be found for 
animals in abundance, and over which a 
l)as!ialdo trail could be built at a cost not 
to e>;eeed five thoiisninl dollarri, a'ld p(n-- 
haps much less. Tlio Govoriimuiit ought 
in all reason to have sutil jient coiiiidence 
in thofuturo of this country to make an 
appropriation of that amount for such a 
trail, knowing as they well might, that as 
soon oven as tho payments would become 
duo there would bo funds hero from the 
Recorder's reciupts sullieient to cover tho 
amount. But no! poor, hiinple-niindod 
niiiiers! the Government will impose an 
exorbitant tax in the way of road tolls, lo 
enrich ono or two individuals. Shame 
u))on such a short-sighted, paltry and 
trifiing Government. Oh! that you could 
bo placoii back once moro at your diflfer- 
cnt vocations, and your i)laco3 filled by 
men whoso acts would reflect somo de- 
gree of credit ou the Colony, and not,_ as 
tho case now stands, bo exposed to ridi- 
cule and contumely.
